THE VALUE OF HEALTH . 


Health is one of these things, the pos- 


sessor of which does not appreciate it un- 
til he no longer has it. It is the one es- 
sential in life that most ot us calmly ig- 
nore. 
We never think ot our physical 


selves until some part goes wrong and we 
•awake to find that we are ill and that our 
general health is, perhaps, permanently 
impaired. 


A physician recently addressed a Ro- 


tary Club in Xew Jersey and he enunciat- 
ed, instead of rules on "how to get well," 
rules on "how to get sick."' He said, "Eat 
plenty of starches, get a corporation and 
look" prosperous. " Treat your- body like 
vour. car and you will soon learn what its 
trade-in value is. Wear a tight hat. collect 
dandruff and you will become bald. Get 
cheap eyeglasses and you won't have to 
read; you won't be able to. Drink plenty 
of coffee and if it gives-you 'nerves', drink 
more and you won't have any. .Don't 
drink water, avoid vegetables and-never 
sleep eight hours." 


No one would consciously follow these 


rules, for we all realize that such action 
would be to invite disaster. Yet. every- 
day, we subconsciously follow those rules 
by failing to follow their opposites. 


There are other rules he might have 


added on ''how-to get sick." such as 
"don't walk "when you can ride, always 
work at top speed, never take a-vac'ation, 
always work facing- a bright light, never 
refuse a drink, even if it is wood alcohol."' 
and so on. A thousand ways to get sick 
will suggest themselves if you give the 
subject some thought. 


And thought is what the subject needs. t 


Good health is so essential to success in 
business and to the pleasure one gets out 
of life that it deserves much more than 
the cursory attention it is in the habit of 
getting. It is easier to keep well than it is 
to get well. 


TRAFFIC CONGESTION 


Thomas Adams, well known city plan- 


ning expert, who is head of the regional 
plan for New York and its environs, be- 
lieves that in ten years unless more com- 
prehensive and intelligent plans of city 
development are worked out and followed 
traffic congestion will deprive American 
cities of most of the benefits of modern 
transportation. 


But why say ten years? Surely, in most 


large cities today it will be found that an 
automobile as a time saver is hopelessly 
outclassed by subway and elevated lines 
on the longer trips and that even on the 
shorter trips the value of the automobile 
is a matter of argument because of the dif- 
ficulty of finding parking space. It is fre- 
quently necessary to go blocks beyond a 
destination in order to find a space to 
leave an automobile. 


It is not alone the private pleasure car 


that is proving inefficient, but trucks and 


" passenger busses also. Every car that 


uses the street causes congestion and 
when in a busy city thousands of cars are 
wanting to get everywhere at once the 
confusion resulting is evitable. 


There is a fairly definite limit to the 


number of cars that a street will accom- 
modate, but there is practically no limit 
to the extent to which a city may concen- 
trate business and residential population, 
whether transient or permanent. Thus, 
the more concentrated a business district 
is the more confusing results and the 
streets find themselves unable to care for 
.the traffic incident to the district. 


The remedy may not be so much in 


\double-decked 
streets, ele\ated cross 


walks and other similar ideas as many 
people believe, but it may lie in spreading 
cities out and more evenly balancing the 
traffic in each portion with an eye to the 


• needs of the future. 
Why not develop 


?! to spread out instead of up? 


THE U. S. BIRTH RATE 


One find? the observations of Profes- 


sor Warren S. Thompson, noted sociolo- 
gist, regarding the birth rate in the Unit- 
ed States of more than passing interest. 
He has analyzed them with great care 
and his reputation leads one to suspect 
that he has checked his facts carefully. 
He denies, for example, that the "old 
American stock" is dying out. In South- 
ern communities, he points out. the birth 
rate is markedjy high. He admits that the 
birth rate in America since the Civil war 
has been cut in two, due to the prevalence 
of birth control and the movement to- 
ward "industrialization and urbaniza- 
tion.'' But he does not see in this situa- 
tion any cause for alarm. On the con- 
trary, he says, "American "'.others un- 
doubtedly, give birth to more children 
than French, Italian or German mothers." 
and he follows that by declaring that de- 
spite the decreasing birth rate in the 
United States, statistics prove that the 
birth rate here is higher than that of any 
European country. 


All of this is rathe/ astonishing infor- 


mation. : We have been accustomed to 
believing tha: the real American stock- 
was being s:ib::ie:\jcd by larje numbe s 
of foreign born prr^cny. Ent Professor 
Thompson denies this and says further 
that although the first generation of for- 
eigners in this country, notably the Ital- 
ians and Poles, breed large families, the 
second generation is often childless. In 
fact Professor Thompson, who is socio- 
logical instructor at Miami University, 
Oxford. Ohio, maintains that the Anglo 
Saxon will be the preeminent race of the 
future because of its fecundity, since his 
investigations have proved to him the 
Anglo-Saxon stock in America is more 
prolific than the Latin or Slavic elements. 
We may therefore take heart. 
America 


apparently will not "'change its spots.'.' 
The influx of foreign born will 
not 


swamp our native population. If we are 
swamped we will swamp ourselves. ."

REDUCING BANK FAILURES 
Fred I. Kent, vice president of the 


Bankers Trust company, has devised a 
plan which he thinks will reduce such 
bank failures as have been taking place 
in certain of the agricultural 
sections 


of the country in recent years and 
he has 
submitted the plan to 
the 


American Bankers association, of which 
he is chairman. The plan is simplicity it- 
self. 


Briefly, it is a more thorough system 


of examinations, coupled with an applica- 
tion of clearing house metho.ds in 
the 


country districts. It is a fact that more of 
the failures have been due to unsound 
banking practices than to conditions be- 
yond the control of the bankers. 
Thus, 


Mr. Kent contends, the obvious thing to 
do is to band all these bankers into 
groups or associations to apply mutually 
protective principles to their work. 


There is no doubt that a complete 


method of cooperation embodying very 
frequent 
and 
thorough 
examination 


would work toward a greater degree of 
safety, for weakness in a member bank 
could be detected far enough in advance 
to prevent disaster and the association 
could require a proper capitalization bas- 
ed on deposits, would place a community 
in a position to differentiate between safe 
and unsafe or doubtful institutions by 
taking into membership only those which 
are sound and would reduce the organiza- 
tion of new banks where they would jeop- 
ardize the interests, not only of existing 
banks, but of merchants and farmers. 


Another good result of such a plan 


would be the prevention 
of cut-throat 


competition that has a tendency to jeop- 
ardize banks at the expense of the com- 
munity.

the economical control of diabetes. By means of an 
ingenious system of cards the amounts of the three 
food elements, protein, fat. and carbohydrate, in a 
weighed quantity of the food are graphically repre- 
sented, and the approximate number of grams of the 
element given in figures.

He simply gathers cards Ointil he has 
a total which brings the length of the dash or black 
line for protein, fat and carbohydrate up to the limit 
the doctor has prescribed. How simple this is to do 
is indicated by the fact that the doctor's little son. 
not yet old enoush to go to school, can quickly 
select a diet containing any given quantity of P, 
F and C by means of the cards. 


It is easy for friend patient to approximate his 


assigned totals and keep his diet within his individ- 
ual capacity to utilise or metabolize. This is the

Dr. Duffle's method : :.c\vs the patient how to live

In orrcr to mal:e the sclcct'on of the <::et almost 
a mcolnn'caJ or automatic process, he ad.ts a .ittle 
calculator which determines totals of the three' 
essential food»elements very much as a carpenter 
trues up his work with square or spirit level.

Benedict's solution. Dr. Duffie finds it just as sat- 
isfactory and distinctly economical to use little Yj\4 
inch test tubes, whereon a file mark at O.S c. c. "in- 
dicates the amount of Benedict's solution for one 
drop of urine. 


Numerous other sound economies in the control 


of this expensive disease have been devised by this 
tesourceful physician. It is often essential to deter- 
mine the patient's carbohydrate tolerance (that is, 
find out how much of this food element he can 
utilize) and this is done by tedious and costly lab- 
oratory methods. Dr. Duffie finds that good work 
can be done, using no tests other than Benedict's i 
for sugar and ferric chloride for acidcsis. By means i 
of these simple tests he arrives at a fairly accurate j 
idea of the patient's sugar tolerance in terms of diet 
and insulin. 


This acidosis test is rather beyond the ability of

\\hile. enough to keep sugar in the urine.

Some of the packages have been seal- 
ed by the owners before sending them 
to the Department so they may not 
be viewed. . The majority, however, 
are merely wrapped and tied in the 
usual fashion. 


While for the most part these 


packages contain decorations consist- 
ing of various insignias witli ^approp- 
riate sashes and ribbons as weft as 
lapel buttons, there are a number of 
other things, which would probably 
be considered more useful by 
some. 


For instance, there is a diamond s>nufC 
box which was presented by the Shah 
of Persia and a scarf pin from the 
King of Siam. The keeper of 
tho 


lighthouse atxCape Ann, Massachu- 
setts, and :he assistant keeper were 
presented with silver watches by the 
British government. 


The government of Panama pre- 


sented an eight-piece toilet set in 1912 
ind this was delivered to the donee 
in 1926. There arc also silver bowls' 
from China, gold watches from Can- 
ada, a gold cigarette case from Rus- 
sia, and gold sleeve links from the 
King of Slam. The gold cigarette case, 
by the way. was delievered to Cap- 
tain Hamlet of the Coast Guard by 
special permission of Congress. 


A very interesting piece is a sil- 


ver inlcstand, bearing the British 
coat-of-arms, which was presented to 
Hoffman Philip who is now Ameri- 
can Minister to Persia. Mr. Philip has 
also received a beautiful' piece of 
Sevres porcelian which was given by 
Francfe. This Is said to be the figure 
of a warrior and is so intricately pack- 
ed that no effort was made, to un- 
pack it completely. Special little piec- 
es of wood, presumably, have been 
made to fit in the hands and aiound 
the head so that by no chance 
these be broken.

'Fish are usually cleaned and dress- 


ed at the market and should not be 
left in water in the kitchen .except 
for a. quick washing in cold, salted 
water and wiped with a damp cloth. 
To remove any odor from the hands, 
simply wash them in strong salt wa- 
ter. Any objectionable odors 
from 


cooking fish are eliminated by pour- 
ing vinegar into the utensil where the 
fish have been cooked and allowing 
it to simmer and come to a burning 
point. This gives off an odor of maple 
sugar and drives - away any other 
odors besides 
thoroughly cleansing

AVhcn fish or seafood are served, 


the dish should be made as attractive 
as possible.

A piquant suuce is gener- 
ally served with boiled or baked fish. 
A crisp salad also provides a most 
pleasing companion for fish or sea- 
food.

"It was 17 years ago, or in the year 


1910. 
that the safety movement was 


born in the brain of Ralph C. Rich- 
ards, then an employe of the Chicago 
and Northwestern railroad. 
As with 


every other innovation, Mr. Richards 
had to fight to get the system to try. 
it out. At that time it was believed 
that a sacrifice of life was necessary 
to operate a railroad but Mr. Richards 
did not believe this. After a hard 
light, Mr. Richards won and the safe- 
ty movement was started 
on the 


Northwestern, the first railroad to ad- 
vocate safety of any kind. Now it has 
spread throughout this country and 
into many foreign countries. Only a 
short time ago I received a letter from 
the Bolshevik government of Russia 
asking for complete information on 
safety methods of this railroad. 
Mr. 


Richards, originator of the safety idea 
that railroads could be operated with- 
out a. loss of life and limbs, died about 
a year ago. 


"Every official on the Northwestern 


system is pledged to safety but the 
cooperation of the employes is neces 
sary to make the safety movement a 
success. 


In nine years ended last year, the 


Chicago and Northwestern 
system 


carried passengers equal to the com- 
bined populations of the United States, 
Canada, England, France and Ger- 
many without a single loss of life but 
in 1926 alone, 45 employes lost their 
lives. Stopping one careless act may 
mean the saving of one or more lives.

salary of legislators will be raised 
rom" $300 to $1,000 . a session, and 
whether th'e legislature will be permit- 
ted to classify forests and minerals for 
.axation purposes iand have the forests 
an* minerals assessed and taxed either 
separate from or together with the 
and. 
Both resolutions on the amendments 


have been approved by two succeeding 
legislatures. 
The first: which would amend sec- 


tion 21 of Article 4 of the constitution, 
relating to' compensation b£ members 
of the legislature, reads: 


"Whereas, At the biennial session of 


the legislature for the year 1925, an 
amendment to the constitution was 
proposed and agreed to by a minority 
of the. members elected to each of the 
two houses, which proposed 
amend- 


ment is as follows: 
'"Article 4) Section 21. Each mem- 


ber of the legislature-shall receive for 
his services for and during a regular 
session the sum of $1.000, and 
10 


cents for every mile he shall travel in 
going to and returning from the place 
of meeting of the legislature on the 
most usual route. 


"Mn case of an extra session of 


the legislature, no additional compen- 
sation sliall be allowed to any member 
thereof, cither directly .or indirectly, 
except for mileage, to be computed at 
the same rate as for a regular session.

"With the departure of congressmen, 


lobbyists and political hanper-on from 
WashinKton, a new army is preparing 
to converge on the capital. 
It is an army ot broadcasters and 


their attorneys, of representatives of 
radio societies, of radio engineers and 
"experts." some prepared to light for 
their preM-n* rights-, ovhors ;un\cd for 
new privileges, all ycllin? in one in- 
harmonious din: 


"\Vc want the air!" 
Behind a bulwark of final authority 


hurriedly set xip by the new radio law 
that Congress has passed will be the 
radio commission appointed by Pres- 
ident Coolidce. 
ITS WORD WILL BE LA\\ 


There will be a hot flght. But small 


as it is against the thousands who 
will converge upon it. the commission 
is confident of victory, for the new- 
law Rives it complete and final author- 
ity over the whole situation. 
'That is. so far as the law goes. But 


there is a genera! fear that the feder- 
al courts soon will become clogged 
with civil lawsuits, against the gov- 
ernment and individual broadcasters, 
for alleged rights which the commis- 
sion has denied. 
The army of 733 broadcasters, about 


200 additional applicants for 
broad- 


casting licenses, about 1S.OOO holders 
of commercial and amateur licenses, 
their attorneys, engineers and radio 
organization representatives doubtless 
will put up a complicated battle. 


There will be little trouble dispos- 


ing of all but the broadcasters. Wave- 
lengths and power are set definitely 
for the amateur and commercial sta- 
tions, and there's no 
interference 


amonc: them. 
ONLY 89 WAVELENGTHS 


The broadcasters will come with 


stolen wavelengths, increased power, 
local congestion, interference in time, 
hetrodyning of signals and a conglom- 
eration of other difficulties. 


All this the commission has the 


power to iron out. but that's the prob- 
lem. There are only S9 wavelengths 
available for broadcasting, with 733 
now on the air using these S9 among 
them and some 200 more demanding 
recognition. 
The commission's first step will be 


an exhaustive study of the situation. 
Engineers and other specialties vrill be 
called in. From their testimony the 
commission will have to decide wheth- 
er wavelengths can be further divided, 
what the effective transmission dis- 
tances are for various ranses of pow- 
er from five to 50.000 watts, how far 
apart wavelengths have to be for the 
same locality and many similar tech- 
nicalities. 
These facts established, the commis- 


sion will open the doors to the broad- 
casters. Then they will face further 
questions of priority, of the most good 
to fans, of experience and superiority 
of transmission, of congestion in cities 
like Xew York and Chicago, of time 
disposal and overuse of certain wave- 
lengths. 


"PUBLIC INTEREST" FIRST 


The new law provides the commis- 


sion may make "such changes as 
will promote public convenience or 
Interest or will serve public necessity." 


This means, in the eyes of, many, 
that the number of broadcasters 
have to be reduced to a maximum of 
500 stations for the present situation 
is not a "public convenience." 


The commission starts with a free 
card. All broadcasting licenses 
are 


revoked, permitting only 
60 days' 


prace to the existing broadcasters to 
Kive the commission time to come to 
a. decision on Its many problems.. 


Its primary purpose will be to dis- 


tribute stations so as to prevent 'in 
terference. It has the additional au- 
thority to make rules governing types 
of programs to be broadcast and re- 
quiring' each broadcaster to keep rec- 
ords of these programs, of the power 
used, and the signals or other com- 
munications handled. 


CHAINS WILL BE WATCHED 
Chain broadcasting comes under its 


authority, and. if the fear .of some 
against monopolization of this field 
is also felt by the commission, it maj 
limit the extent of chains. 


Wavelength pirates will be banish 


ed, and no station will ba permittee 
to change its wavelength, its power 
the character of its signal or its time 
of transmission without the consent 
of the commission. 


Each applicant's claims will be tak- 


en up inaividually, after the commis- 
sion has decided how wavelengths 
time, power and character of signals 
can be distributed most effectively. Li 
censes will be for three-year periods 
and no complaints will be heard unti 
after the commission's first year o: 
existence. - 


Then the secretary of commerce 


will assume the duty of issuing o:

Announcement of the program for 


tho seventh annual school for electric 
nietcrmen, which will be held -from 
April 5 to 9 at the University of Wis- 
consin, has been received by Marshall 
C. Graff, district representative of the 
University Extension division. The 
course usually draws many meter-men 
from public utilities and paper mills 
in t!;e Fox river valley mills. 


The purposc'is to"assist: utilities m 


training men in the theory;and prac- 
tice of commercial electrical-measure- 
ments. It is of special value to smaller 
utilities which do not-conduct a train- 
ing course for mctermen. The meeting 


is divided Into four groups, each with 
competent instructors, for 
effective 


work. One joint session is held each 
day at which topics of general Interest 
to mctermen are discussed. 


Group one will consist of inexperi- 


enced metermen who1 desire to gam 
further experience in installation, test- 
ins and adjusting of meters. Most of 
its work will be in the laboratory with 
some discussion of elementary theory 
of meters. Group two with three and 
four will spend relatively little time in 
the actual work of connecting: meters 
and their testing- but much time in dis-
